To Furnish Cities of State With Wa­ 
ter and Power for Traction 
Purposes— Ada Interested. 


ELEPHANT STRANGLED FOR

prise of Treasury officials, that the 
returns from the corporation tax law 
will fall short of the estimate. The 
original estim ate was that at least 
$25,000,000 in revenue would be col­ 
lected from this source. Calculations 
upon the basis of the returns from 
the larger cities, which were the first 
to come in, this estimate was raised 
to $30,000,000. It nov/ seems certain 
that not more than $22,000,000 will 
be collected and the total may fall a 
full million below that figure. Re­ 
turns from Western, Southern and 
Southwestern sections of the country 
were overestimated. 
It 
was shown 
that many of the larger concerns do­ 
ing business in these sections were 
branches of Eastern corporations. 
A 
big percentage of the sm aller houses 
were able to show that their in­ 
comes did not exceed $5,000 and are 
exempt. 
Between one-fifth and one-sixth of 
the entire amount to be contributed 
to the tax, it is stated, will come 
from New York state, and a very 
large proportion of that amount from 
the city of New York. It is estim at­ 
ed that the estimates in that city 
alone will reach $3,500,000. illinois 
probably will be the next largest 
contributor.

chusetts, 
Pennsylvania, 
Ohio 
and 
Missouri. 
From the collectors standpoint the 
returns from these states have been 
good. Indiana’s total tax will not ex­ 
ceed $600,000 and that to be collect­ 
ed from Connecticut will be about 
the same.

Each 
corporation will be notified before 
June I of the amount of tax as­ 
sessed. barring unexpected delay.

Guthrie, Okla., April 28.—Attorney 
General West has made the following 
statement in regard to the decisions 
of federal judges Cotterall and Camu 
bell in the railroad tax suits of yes­ 
terday: 
“I am of the opinion the decis­ 
ion is not adverse to the state, but 
really favorable. It was a decision 
upon the demurrer. The 
demurrer 
takes for true the allegations made 
by the railroads in their complaint. 
The court simply overruled the de- 
jmurrer and granted a temporary in­ 
junction, but the state has the right 
to answer, and the statement made 
in the opinion is that the court re­ 
affirms its decision in the Pullman 
and Western Union cases. The Pull­ 
man and Western Union cases were 
won upon the answers, not upon the 
demurrers. 
The demurrers in those 
cases were overruled just as in thesp 
cases. There is, therefore, as great 
likelihood that the state will be suc­ 
cessful in these suits. 
In the decision the state wins the 
important point that the roads are 
forced to pay to the counties im­ 
mediately the retained half of the 
taxes except an amount in propor­ 
tion to the reduction made by the 
state board. The result is that in­ 
stead of paying 50 per cent and liti­ 
gating for the balance the roads pay 
an additional 30 odd per cent at once. 
This was strongly insisted upon by 
the Santa Fe, which, therefore, wins 
more substantial ground.”

ius of the Indian Rights association 
were in conference with President 
Taft today on Oklahoma Indian mat­ 
ters. The final settlement of tribal 
affairs and the transfer of the Choc- 
ta wand Chickasaw freedmen to the 
tribal rolls were discussed at length. 
The 
president expressed 
himself 
as unqualifiedly opposed to any re­ 
opening of tribal rolls, but said he 
would agree to legislation by which 
a few meritorious cases could be 
cared for by statute. 
He would not 
commit himself to action for the 
final disposition of the affairs of the 
five civilized tribes at this time. 
The president brought up the mat­ 
ter of the McMurray contracts, stat­ 
ing in substance that from informa­ 
tion he had he was opposed to their 
approval 
and that the burden of 
proof to establish a service of inade­ 
quate reconsideration for the fee de­ 
manded rested entirely with the gen­ 
tlemen seeking approval of the con­ 
tracts. In short, that if he could 
not be shown that a service equal 
to $3,000,000 could be rendered the 
Indians, then he would refuse to ap­ 
prove the contracts. The president 
seemed to take a keen interest in the 
McMurray contracts act, when his in­ 
quiry whether or not Cecil Lyon, re­ 
publican national committeeman from 
Texas, was interested in them was 
answered in the affirmative, he shook 
his head and scowled.

a fine of not less than $10 nor more 
than $500 The same fine shall be 
imposed for bringing any such cig- 
arettes or papers into the state 


Upon this latter the members of 


the W C T U claim they can pros- 
ecute "^several manufacturers of cig- 
aretCes and also the wholesale to- 
bacco bouses in the city Recently 
an order was issued by the author- 
ities warning several dealers of vio- 
lation and it stopped the sale for a 
short time, but it seems to have 
broken out again. The W C T U 
will appoint a committee to investi-
